PEACE IN INDUSTRY 


Recent indications that Brit- 
ain's export trade is showing a 
definite improvement have given 
rise to the belief that 1935 will 
register a marked step forward 


in overcoming the long-continued |’ 


depression. Happily, there are 
good reasons to think that the 
hopes will be realised. A note- 
worthy circumstance, which is 
all to the good, is that there has 


‘|been a long period of immunity 
from industrial strife in the Old: 


Country. In fact, the year just 
ended was remarkable for the 
fact that there was go little dis- 
location of industry through dis- 
putes between employers and 
employed. Compared with other 
years, the change for the better 
was most marked. The extent 
of the immunity from trouble 
may be gauged when it is stated 
that in 1934, for the first: time 
on record, Jess than a_ million 
working days were lost through 
disputes, whereas in 1921 the 
total was nearly 86 millions, and 
in 1926 more than 162 millions. 
Since 1931 there. has been a 
stendy diminution of this drain 
on industry. The workers as a 
whole and their leaders have be- 
come peace-minded. About ten 
millions of them have had hours 
and rates fixed by agreement 
with the employers’ associations, 
A decline of the bellicose spirit 
in industry is to be expected 
during a prolonged period of de- 
pression, when people. must be 
thankful to be in work of ary. 
sort, But it is to be hoped that 
a broader spirit than mere ex- 
pediency has cohtributed td the 
reduction of the incidence of in- 


dustrial. stoppages, and that, 


when recovery becomes more 
marked there may’ not -be a re- 
turn to the bad ways that have 


-|caused the country, so much loss 


and inconvenience in the past. 
Strikes and lockouts are weapons 
which in the .end. invariably 
prove: .to the detriment ofall 
parties concerned, and if that 
realisation has now sunk deep 
into the mentalities’ of all en-

Five monthr 
Inter, In tho fiercest assault of all, 
Byng's army: played an important 
role in the cracking af the Hinden- 
burg line which ultimately brought 
about the Armistice. And all the 
while Byng directed this vast game 
of war, keeping that personal con- 
tact with his weary’ men which 
won the admiration and the loyalty 
of all.

WHAT_FOR? 


The United . States House of 
Representatives hos approved an 
Army budget entailing the ex- 
penditure of nearly $380,000,000— 
over £75,000,000—from June, 1935, 
to June, 1936. It Is the biggest 
Army budget in fifteen years, one 
of the largest. in America’s peace- 
time—history.— Money--has-~been 
voted for the immediate construc- 
tion of more than 600 fighting air- 
craft, and there is an increasingly 
atrong agitation, particularly among 
members of the. House of Repre- 
sentatives, for the construction of 
nn air force during .the next five 
years which will dwarf anything 
held heretofore, in the way of an 
alr weapon, under the hand of the 
United States Government. It is 
requested that 4,000 Army planes 
and 2,200. Nuval machines be con- 
structed during this time. There 
is a demand, too, for an increase 
in the regular army. All of which 
prompts us, with others, to. ask: 
“What for?” There are sections 
of the American people who fear 
that the nation fa not prepared for 
an:emergency; and that is: quite 
possible.

On this programme he 
was returned as Prime Minister at 
the ‘election sfollowing the War 
with a huge majority composed al- 
most exclusively of Tories. Ham- 
pered by reactionary influences, 
very little was done in this Parllo- 
ment to antisfy tho national ex- 


d | pectations of great reforms, and at 


the end of four years the Tories 
realised that Mr. Lloyd George was 
no longer an haset-to the party, and 
they threw him over. Discercdited 
and without a party he became -an 
isolated figure in politics, The 
Liberal Party had been split, and 
the failure of Mr, Lloyd Georgo’s 
Government gave: an unexpected 
impetus to-the Labour Purty, In 
time his position improved, and at 


d|the election in 1929 he led the 


Liberat Party on an ndvanced pro- 
gramme to ‘abolish unemployment.

PEACE: IN’ INDUSTRY 

Recent indications that Brit- 
ain’s export trade is showing.a 
definite improvement have given 
rise to the bellef that 1935 will 
register a marked step forward 


in overcoming the long-continued 


depression. Happily, there are 

good rensons to think that the 
‘hopes will be realised. A note- 
worthy circumstance, which ‘is 
all to the good,.is that there has 
been a long period of immunity 
from industrial strife in the Old 
Country. In fact, the year just 
ended was remarkable for the 
fact that there was so little dis- 
location of industry through dis- 
putes between employers and 
employed. Compared with other 
years, the change for the better 
was most marked. The extent 
of the immunity from trouble 
may be gauged when it is stated 
that in 1934, for the first time 
on record, less than a_ million 
working days were lost through 
disputes, whereas in 1921 the 
total was nearly 86 millions, and 
in 1926 more.than 162 millions. 
Since 1931 there has been a 
steady diminution of this drain 
on industry. The workers 28 a 
whole and their leaders have be- 
come peace-minded. About ten 
millions of them have had hours 
and rates fixed by agreement 
with the employers’ associations, 
A decline of the bellicose spirit 
in industry is to be expected 
during a prolonged period of de- 
pression, when people must be 
thankful to be in work of any 
sort. But itis to be hoped that 
a broader spirit than mere ex- 


pediency has contributed to the 
reduction of the incidence of in- 


dustrial ‘stoppages, and that’ 


when recovery becomes more 
marked there may not be 2 re- 
turn to the bad. ways that have 
caused the’country so much Joss 
and inconvenience | in the past.

The British linc was 
benten back, the French retreated, 
and . the crushing force of the 
German troops, reinforced with 
1,000,000 men from the Ruasion 
front (which. no longer existed) 
was perilously ‘near Amiens. 
Never, since the War began,, had 
the Allles been so near dofeat, 
Everywhere the retirement con- 
tinued, the Fifth Army was a mere 
shattered remnant, but Byng's 
troops held their line. They were 
never broken. The Canadians, 
“Foch’s _ Pets," directed by this 
gallant general, Inter to be made 
Fiold-Marshal and Viscount Byng 
of Vimy, were equal to the 
terrific tusk to which he put 
them. They. finally checked the 
German advance. Five months 
later, in the fiercest assault of all, 
Byng’s army played an important 
role in the cracking of the Hinden- 
burg line which ultimately brought 
about the Armistice.

WHAT FOR? 


The: United ‘States House of 
Representatives has approved an 
Army budget entailing {he  ex- 
penditure of nearly $380,000,000— 
over £75,000,000—from June, 1935, 
to June, 1936; It is the. biggest 
Army budget in.fifteen years, one 
of the largest in America’s peace- 
time history: ~ Money ~~ has~~been 
voted for the immediate construc- 
tion of more than 600 fighting air- 
craft, and there is an increasingly 
strong agitation, particularly among 
members of tho House of Repre- 
sentatives, for the construction of 
an alr force during tho next five 
years which will dwarf anything 
held heretofore, In the way.of an 
air weapon, under the hand of the 
United States ‘Government. It is 
requested’ that 4,000 Army planes 
and 2,200 Naval machines be con- 
strutted during this time. There 
js ao demand, too, for an incrense 
in the regular army. All of which 
prompts us, with others, to. ask; 
“What for?” There are sections 
of the American people who fear 
that the nation is not prepared for 
an emergency; and that is quite 
possible. But if, at the moment, 
America is in an. inferior position 
to some power which she believes 
to be a menace to her security, she 
will not improve things. by allow- 
ing jingoists to rush into print with 
demands for enormous fighting 
forces which would serve equally 
well in an offensive as in a defen- 
sive war, This, unless we, ard 
mistaken, is the time for calm 
persunsivences, ‘gentle diplomacy, 
and um{cable discussions with ao 
view to securing security by treaty 
and disarmament; and it is not a 
time for shouting for the greatest 
sea and air forces in the world to 
protect “a° holy isolation which 
America cannot help but outgrow, 
America is big enough and strong 
enough to take -a place 
world nations as a lender. If she 
inslats upon eluding responsibilities 
abroad, building a wall of orma- 
ments os sho has built a, wall of 
tariffs, she is: asking for a mis- 
understanding.

Minister at 
the election following the. War 
with a huge majority composed al- 
most exclusively of Tories, Ham- 
pered .by renctionary - influences, 
very Httle was dono in this Parlia- 
ment to satisfy the national ex- 
pectations of great reforms, and at 
the end of four years the ‘Tories 
reallaed that Mr..Lloyd George. was 
no longer an asset to tho party, and 
they threw him over. Discredited 
and without a party he became an 
Isolated figure in politica, The 
Libernl Party had been split, and 
the failure. of Mr, Lloyd George’s 
Government gave an unexpected 
impetug to the Labour Party, ‘In 
time his position {mproved, and: at 
the election in 1929 he Ied the 
Liberal Party on an advanced pro- 
gramme to abolish unemployment. 
The differences In.the Liberal Par- 
ty had never been hegled, and at 
the “National Governmnt” election 
of 1931 Mr. Lloyd George severed 
his association with the official 
Liberal Party: and hag since 
occupied an independent position 
in Parliament. Up till recently he 
has taken little part in politics 
ather jn Parliament: or) in the 
country, But with his tempera- 
ment ‘and political interests it waa 
imposible for him to remain in- 
active In public affars.

; It will be recalled that at the 
annual meeting of last year the 
Ilion, Sir Henry Pollock, ip second- 
ing the adoption of the report and 
necounts, cniled attention to. the 
very slow progress which was being 
made with the construction of the 
new Shaukiwan Rond and he sug- 
gested that Government should take 
aupplemental votes in Council “for 
the purpose of pushing on to com- 
pletion, as speedily as possible, this 
very, necessary public work.” 


GOOD PROGRESS 


I am happy to be able to say that 
very effective steps have been taken, 
by Government in this matter and 
that it is anticlpated that the new 
Shaukiwan Road between Quarry 
Bay and the eastern end of the old 
Polo Ground will be completed be- 
fore the end of 1936.
